Buy  good  strong  two  and  three- y^ar  old  roots,  and  set  out 
any  time  from  December  to  April.  1 welve  to  fifteen  months 
afterwards,  you  can  have  Asparagus  for  the  table.  One  hun- 
dred plants  are  required  for  a Ded  about  15x40  feet,  or  50  plants 
for  a bed  containing  300  square  feet.  The  plants  should  be 
set  out  13^2  to  2 feet  apart  in  beds  or  in  rows.  Cover  crowns 
2 to  3 inches  with  good  rich  soil,  keep  the  weeds  and  grass  down, 
and  during  the  fall,  after  frost,  remove  the  old  dead  plants, 
and  apply  a heavy  coat  of  stable  manure.  The  shoots  should 
be  cut  when  they  have  attained  a height  of  6 to  8 inches.

FEBRUARY

Gladiolus,  Dahlia  and 
Canna  roots  in  the  southern  part  of  these  states  can  be 
planted  the  last  of  the  month.  The  seed  of  Zinnia,  Pinks, 
Asters,  Snapdragon,  Candytuft.  .Sweet  Alyssum,  Sweet 
Peas,  Pansy  and  Daisy  for  late  spring  and  summer  bloom- 
ing. 

MARCH

APRIL

Beans,  Squash,  Cucumbers,  Okra.  Melons,  Cantaloupe, 
Garden  Corn,  Endive,  Herbs,  Lettuce.  Cabbage,  Tomato, 
Pepper  and  Egg  Plant  in  open  ground  for  summer,  also 
Mustard,  Turnips,  Parsley,  Radish,  Beets,  Carrots  and 
all  other  begetavles, 

FLOWER  GARDEN — Plant  Nasturtiums  and 
all  other  summer  blooming  annuals;  set  out  Coleus,  Salvia, 
Alternantheras,  Begonia,  Heliotrope,  Pansy  and  other 
foilage  and  blooming  plants.  Tube  Roses,  Dahlia,  Cala- 
dium.  Gladiolus  and  Canna  Roots. 

MAY 

VEGETABLE  GARDEN— Melons,  Squash,  Cu- 
cumber, Pumpkins,  late  varieties  of  Garden  Corn,  late 
varieties  of  Irish  Potatoes  and  all  other  'vegetables  seed 
suggested  for  April. 

FLOWER  GARDEN — Same  as  given  for  April 
planting. 

JUNE

OCTOBER
